REPORT 


OF THE oy 


‘SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


District No. 1.—-The summer ‘term was taught by Miss Martha 
M. Messer.. She isa teacher of considerad!e experience, and, al- 
though the school was in an almost unorganized state at the begin- 
ning of the term, the examination reflected honor,on both teacher 
and scholars. ‘The winter term was taught by Mrs. Josie P. White. 
The scholars aid not mike so much progress during this term as 
they might have made by a closer application to their studies. Mrs. 
White is a very good teacher, but is, perhaps, better, adapted to a 
less difficult school. | 

District No. 2.—'There was but one term in this district, which 

/ was taught by Mr. Julius B. Hale. The scholars were generally 
studious, and made good progress. The first and second classes in 
arithmetic, and the two classes in algebra, made the best advance- 
ment. 

District No. 3.—Both terme were taught by Miss Ella M, Pills 
burs ‘Lhis was her first, attempt at teaching and was a success. 
Order, good. 

District. No. 4,—-There was only one term which was rte 
by Miss M, J. Waiker. This was her first’ year as a teacher, but 
she met with ver y good success. 


_. District No: 5.—Both terms were taught Wy. Miss J. E, Walker. 
This was her first school and may be regarded as.a success. ‘The 
classes in reading were not surpassed by any in town. Discipline, good. 

District No. 6.-~The school: in this district, consi-ting of two 
terms, was instructed by Miss Anna'L.: Walker. She is an, energet- 
ic tercher, and a good scholar. ‘The classes in, arithmetic deserve 
special mention, Order, good. ;

District No. 7.—Both terms were under the instruction of Miss 
M. M. Messer. She has taught several terms in this district, and 
understands the management of it. The! school was excelled by only 
one. ‘The classes in geography were good. 

District No. 8.—The school| year,:in this district, was divided 
into three terms. The first term was taught by Miss Lizzie Brooks. 
‘The school was ‘large and) jinclined to be a/ little \disorderly, || Miss 
Brooks labored hard, I think, for the improvement of the scholars 
and met with reasonable success. The fall term was taught by 
Miss Linda E. Nelson. She worked earnestly, and would make any 

school a success, if seconded by the efforts of the scholars. © With a 
little more selfreliance she may become one of our best teachers. 

~The winter term was under the instruction of Miss Hattie E. 
‘Webster. Through some misunderstanding the scholars were not 
all there at the close of ‘the school. But with the sympathy and 
cooperation of the parents, it might have been a profitable term: — 

. District No! 9.—There was only one term in this district, which 
was ‘instructed by Miss Clara‘ M. Farnum.’ She is’an excellent 
scholar and has a pleasant mode of teaching. There was one je 
‘in'‘philosophy, and one in’ rhetoric. 

Taking everything into considesstion this school was, ' t thin, the 

| best 1 in town. 

‘District No. 10.—The summer term was tinghe by Miss M. 
J. Walker. This school is slightly inclined to insubordination ‘and, 
as’ the teacher was young, they took some advantage.’ But with a 
well hee school she has very . good success as is seen ty report 
of No. 

~The re term was under ‘the. charge of Miss Clara A. Walker. 

“The scholars made’ very ‘gdod progress, no little of which was ate 
to the efforts of the teacher. | 

District No. 11.—The summer term was tanght by Miss: Alice . 
M. Currier. She went into the school with no experience and was, 

perhaps, ‘a'little timid. | But: she has’a faculty for teaching which 
promises, when’ developed, to make a good teacher. . Good ese ie: 
was made by some of the’ smaller classes: ti 

‘The winter term was instructed ‘by Miss Ellen AL Walker. ‘She 
has taught before in this district, and not “with very good success. 
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The first class in arithmetic, and the classes in spelling are ey 
of mention, — 

District No. 12.—There was only one term which was commenc- 
ed by Mrs. Augusta Williams, but was finished by Mr. S. R, 
Williams. I was not informed of the close of the school, and conse- 
quently, it was visited but once. 

District No. 13.—Both terms were taught by Miss Ella L. Gove. 
She did the best she could, I think, to make the school profitable, 
and met with commendable success. Discipline good. | 

Of the schools in town, district No, 1, had the largest daily atten- 
dance, and district No. 3, the smallest. Irregularity of attendance 
in our district schools is a, great hinderance to improvement. Ifa 
scholar is in the habit of absenting himself one or two days in a 
week, the schools, if they have the best of teachers, will do him 
little or no good. The disinterestedness of parents and guardians 
is the principal reason of this irregularity. The scholars in this 
town, or in any town, will not take much interest in their education 
unless they are encouraged by their friends. . If the citizens of the 
state would visit our schools more and try to encourage both teacher 
and scholars, we would hear less complaint of inefficient teachers. 

It has become evident to your humble servant that three fourths 
of the fault that is found with the schools is caused by jealousy or 
ignorance of the facts concerning them. I do not profess that every 
school is perfect, but they might be made more so, by the cooperation 
of the parents. ‘There have been seventeen teachers, two male and 
fifteen female, employed during the school year. They have gener- 
ally been well adapted to their schools and have had very good suc- 
cess. Only four of the seventeen teachers employed were without 
some experience. 

In only one case did [hesitate to give a certificate of qualification. 
The most fault that I find is with their negligence to return regis- 
ters. I am now unable to make a full,report on account of the ab- 
sence of registers and the carelessness with which they are filled. I 
find only one that is perfect, the one used in district No. 9. ‘The 
one used in district No. 8, was all filled by the last teacher, but not 
for the year. Some of the districts could be benefited by aconsoli- 
dation, and others by having their lines changed. But I would not 
urge either measure until all can agree to the change. 
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The only change in text books made during the year is the intro- 
duction of Harvey’s grammars. I found no less than eight different 
grammars used in town. And it is the same with other studies. 
‘There were several arithmetics and geographies. Greanleaf’s arith- 
metics and Cornell’s geographies are the ONLY ones that are to be 
used until some change is made. 

The number of scholars as reported by the Selectmen, is 207. 
The amount of money raised for school purposes is $773 00. 
This increased by dog tax and literary fund amounts to $962 54. 

$23 30 has been paid to Scytheville, New London, and there is 
$5 34 that is not expended. The rest has been distributed among 
the several districts. With the exception of district No. 4, the 
money has been mostly expended in the districts. 

I have devoted considerable time to the examination of teachers 
and to visiting schools, and have reported them as I think them to be.
